In 
thla purpose puhllc health Instruction 
and general educational progress of

Recreation Is found to he one of the 
biggest needs In rural life. There la 
lack «f sufficient play-life for the chil- 
dren and social life for the adulta. 
Picnics, pageants, debating clubs, 
baseball leagues, community atnglng 
and other social eventa which bring 
the people of surrounding communities 
^together have been organised and car- 
^Wed on under the guidance of Red 
Cross rural workers to great advan- 
tage. In many Instances solving rec- 
reational problems and getting people 
together proves to be the awakening 
of the community to other conditions 
which may be Improved by united 
action. 

As a result of community organiza- 
tion, townships In which there had 
been neither plans nor Interest In 
community progress have been organ- 
ised to work together with the unified 
purpose of bringing their community 
up to the most enlightened standards. 
Lecture and musical entertainment 
courses have been started as a result 
of community meetings, as well as cir- 
culating libraries. Red Cross schools of 
Instruction In Home Nursing, Care of 
the Sick and First Aid. In the larger 
towns the need for restrooms and pub- 
lic comfort stations Is being met. Play- 
grounds for the children have been 
established and recreational actlvltlea 
worked out for the year. 

In order that there may be concerted 
effort In carrying on the progrnms of 
the various welfare agencies In the 
rural districts. Red Cross Rural Serv- 
ice helps the organizations already on 
the ground.

SAVING CLOVER SEED 

It ECONOMICAL NOW 

The department of agronomy. 
College of Ajrriculture, I'niversity of 
Kentucky, advise* the saving of 
clover seed (his year for home use. 
Many more fields could have prof- 
itably s|,\,.,| seed this; year if clover 
liullers were available. The sec- 
ond crop of . lover made a good 
growth in many parts of the state 
this year. Despite the fnct that 
Mill saved without a htdler are dif- 
ficult to sow, it is, however, prac- 
tical to save seed for home use. 

The seed should be cut and raked j t 
into small windrows ns soon as tbe'j 
seed beads ure brown and the seed 
hard and glossy. It is a good plan 
to set the cutter as high as possible 
an the amount of straw to be hand- 
led will thus be reduced. Put the 
clover under cover when it is thor 
oughly dried or stack it and cover 
the stack with straw. During the 
late winter this material can be 
spread in a thin cover over the field

Under the direction of the bureau 
of biological survey one man poi- 
soned approximately 2,000 prairie 
dogs in a single day on a 320-acre 
field in northern Arizona, 1,641 of 
the animals being counted in the 
open, while it was estimated the bal- 
ance died in their holes. 

Illustrative of the scope of the 
work, more than 3,500,000 acres of 
government land have been freed re- 
cently of prairie dogs by similar 
practices, the destruction being con- 
ducted by field parties and through 
the assistance of farmers and stock- 
men in New Mexico, Arizona, Colo- 
rado. Utah, Wyoming, Montana and 
North Dakota. 

In addition to prairie-dog exter- 
mination, efficient government con- 
trol has also been instituted against 
the ravages of ground squirrels, 
jack rabbits, pocket gophers and oth- 
er rodents in the agricultural and 
grazing lauds west of the Mississippi 
river.

The war debt of the Ottoman em- 
pire is said by experts to have in- 
creased less than that of any other 
nation. Her bonded indebtedness 
was increased by only one new loan 
of about $80,000,000, and, adding to 
this other increases in obligations, 
■uch as home military requistious 
and advances from Austria and Ger- 
many, her wax expenses ran to only 
$600,000,000. Consequently, allow- 
ing for various offsets, her postwar 
indebtedness amounts to about $1,- I 
000,300,000. 

This would make it appear that 
Turkey "ran the war on a shoe- 
string," financially, as compared to 
Great Britain with her $40,000,000,- 
000 war debt, or France with $.10,- 
000,000,000, and the United SUtea 
with $25,000,000,000 and Italy with 
possibly $15,000,000,000. It will he 
recalled that on paper the Ottoman 
empire mobilized nearly 4,000,000 
men, yet she escaped with something 
like the war expense of a country 
like little Houmania or Bulgaria.
